Will the profecutor fay, that it was my 
duty to pafs her by, to receive her fire and not return a gua 
whilft her colours were flying, even fuppofing fhe had fired but 
two guns, as he chufes to aflert ? By the articles of war, was it 
not my duty to pprfue her beaten or flying? 

I profefs, Sir, I cold never congeive what matter of crimi- 
nality he could even fuggeft in my adtion with this thip. Does 
he mean to fay fhe had not ftruck, after his own ferjeant has 
proved that by his orders he fired twenty-four rounds into her? 
or doeshe mean to fay; as bis ferjeant has fworn, that fhe had no 
colours up when we firft came alongfide of her, after affirming 
in his own letter that we fired into her, and her colours came 
down—after it has been repeated, and without poflibility of 
contradiétion been proved, that the profecutdr, at the clofe of 
the engagement, cried out from the poop, She had not ilruck, 
ae Ve to rake us? ;

I come now to the clofe of the action, and f again appeal to 
the Court if I didmot, as foon as the carpenter had reported 
the fafety of the matt, order the fore-fail to be fet, in order to 
effe& my original intention of getting to the van, whether it 
was my duty to order che fore-fail to be hauled up, to prevent 
the pollibility of fire communicating to it, the extent and fitua- 
titan of which, at that time, was not accurately known. 

As foon as it was extinguifhed, could I do otherwife than fe- 
cure the Waffenaar, which ebvioufly was making her efcape to 
the fhore? And although Sir H. Trollope reprefents that this 
fhip had allo ftruck to him, yet as he had not fent a Gingle man 
on board either her or the Alkmaar, whom he fays, as well as 
the Jupiter, ftrpck to him, and fhe was coming down right be- 
fore the wind, under the command of her officers, aud certainly 
not ninch damayed. I hope at leaft I have done fome fervice 
to my country in fecuring this thip, which but for the then po- 
fition ot the Agincourt would never have been found in. the lift 
of the trophies of that day.

Ie never was feen from my fhip, or repeated by the Vice-Ad- 
mira], If the Admiral had made fuch a fignal, and it had not 
been obeyed, I fiould not have efcaped his cenfure; 1 fhould 
have expeted to have found him bearing teftimony againft mie ; 
I thould not have received a detcer from ten to be made public 
in my fhip, including the Agincourt in his thanks to the officers 
and feamen of the ficet for cheir exertions that day, and which 
I now produce. 

{ think it ought alfo to be known to the Court, that fo anxious 
was lof my innocerice, that before the Admiralty had ordered 
a profecution on account of thie letter received from Captain 
Hopper=-before Leven knew that he had fent it, and mierely 
from an anxiety to clear up my charaéter, which I had heard 
had been reflected upon, I myfelf demanded from the Board of 
Admiralty an enquiry into my conduct.- ¢ 

Tn a great aétion like this, accortpanied with ‘heavy rains, 
fqually and occafional obfcurity of weather, though many fta- 
tions may have been found in which the ardour of Britith 
courage may have been more putto the teft thaw in -thofe 
which fell to my lot, *&truft I fhafl dot be anfwerable for any 
ome which, accordingttp Capt. O’Bryen, feemed common to 
all. 

\ That a& of Parliament which calls upon a Britifh officer to 
do his utmoft in and out of adlions, does not mean that he muft 
alwayseffe& all that may be done by poflibility of hazardous 
enterprize, but all that may be effected by a found and fair 
judgment ; fuch as may be deemed cemmon to officers acting 
on the fpur of the occafion coolly and deliberately, with fair 
and honcft intentions for the good of the fervice, and the ho- 
nour of their king and country. 

So during the whole of the engagement it was my aim 'to 
ac. In afituation gs brilliant as chat which fell to the lot of 
many gallant men, F-waznot. placed, but no mas vet wear 
into action with niore anxiety to do his duty than myfelf ; and 
I muft add, thac I never faw a flip’s crew, though fhor* of the 
complement, and unufed-to the fervice, more eager for the 
fight, or more Qeady in that part of the action in which they 
were engaged. : 

The‘death of. brave and gallant men, in that fuperior ftate of 
difcipline which this country trains up her feamen, is not, nor 
ever will be thoughe by experienced officers, the true- criterion 
of either diftance or valour. Many engagements have been 
fought, both during. this and preceding wars, againft a {uperior 
force, where the lofs of the Britifh has been wholly difpropor- 
tionate, or none at all. | 

It was fo with many of our own fhips in this action, which 
we are now difeufling ; and much would have been my regret 
if, to thofe few and fimpie facts which I fhall lay before the 


man on board my fhip. 

Tt never ftruck.me, though T could not but notice the diftin- 
guifhed gallantry of Vice-Admiral Onflow, who went into 
action in my fight, that any officer had failed in his duty, nor 
that fo. great and memorable a victory could by auy man be 
attributed to the exertions of a few fhips mott exclafively, which 
feemed to be the refuit of the general efforts of the whole of his 
Majetty’s flect.

dence, and added, that Captain Williamfon ttated to the thip’s 
company the improper conduct of the moutineers, and faid he 
would never fuffer a mutiny on board his fhip—the Lerds of 
the Admiralty might hear of it, but he would lofe his lite in 
keeping the command of the fhip; and, further added, that 
while he commanded one of his Majefty’s fhips, he would not 
wait to look for the ringleader, but thoot the next man to him.

DECEMBER 29. 

The Members of the Court Martial affembled this morning 
at ten o'clock, and; in about half an ‘hour, the Court. was o- 
ened, when Captain Williamfon was informed that it was 
found requilite to have fome time for deliberation ; that’ the 
Court would be.cleated for that purpofe, and opened again at 
three o’elock. A little after three it was accordingly re-opened, 
when the Prefidenc ftated, that it was necefiary that the Court 
fhould adjourn till nine o’clock to-morrow morning. 

Captain Williamfon addreffed the Court by faying, that he 
withed to fubmit to their confideration a circum{tance of infi ite 
moment. A letter had appeared in an evening paper of yef- 
terday *, of a moft diabolical and malicious nature, figned by 
the profecutor, whieh conveyed a feandalous reflection on all 
the officers ‘of the Agincourt, aid was {tated to be an anfwer to 
a paragraph in a morning paper, Ms paragraph he confider- 
ed as refleGing upoohimfelf, and refpeéting which he meant 
to take the fenie of the Court of King’s Bench. 

This letter, in anfwer to the pasagraph, was of {uch a nature 
that he felt it a duty ncumbot in to implore the Court 
to take the officers of the Agincourt under their protection ; 
for himfelf he did not implore it, as he conceived himfelf to 
ftand fecure, and already in the or pea of their protection 

Captain Hopper faid, that he never feen or heard of that 
paragraph till within chefe three days, and that he thought him- 
felf béund in honour to anfwer it by that letter; which Le a 
vowed, and which was figned by his name. 

The Court did not feel themfelves in a fituation to take the 
officers of the Agincourt under their proteSlion, as they were 
not now evidences, which, if they had been, would have entit- 
led them.to make fuch a claim.
